It took eight fire departments and more \ 
than 100 firemen to put out the fire that 
totally destroyed the Jewel Food Store\ on 
Lake St. in Antioch early Sunday, March 28. 
Reports have Jody Keulman, Trevor, as 
one of the first people who was cognizant of 
the fire as she drove by the supermarket af- 
ter 1 a.m. on Sunday morning. Keulman said 
that the windows of the store blew out as she! 
was passing, "covering her car with glass. 

She went to the Vault Restaurant and ; 
called the fire department. Keulman said 
that she felt that the dispatcher did, not 
believe her. 

=According to James Quedenfeld, assistant^ 
■fire chief, his department answered the fire 
call at 1:40 a.m. and at that time the flames 
were coming through the roof and there was 
a lot of smoke and flame's coming from both 
the front and back of the store. ; 

"We started to ladder the roof but decided 
it-was too weak to hold the men," said 
Quedenfeld. 

About an hour after the Antioch Fire Dept. 
arrived at-the scene, the roof caved in and 
the interior of the store was completely 
flame engulfed. From then on the. firemen 
concentrated on keeping the fire contained so 
it would not spread to the State Bank of An- 
tioch, on one side of the building, and Jack's 
Four Squires, a clothing store on the other 
side. . 

Antioch Fireman Joe Huber reported that 
the fire was completely out by 6:30 a.m. and 
attention was then paid to the smoldering 
debris in the interior of the store. He added 
that a million gallons of water were pumped 
directly from the water tower. 

Fox Lake, Zion, Newport, Lake Villa, 
Trevor, Gurnee and Grayslake aided Antioch 
in extinguishing the fire. 

Quedenfeld said that, although the four 
walls were still standing as of press time, the 
west one, facing the'State Bank and the front

It looks like there is 
something to all the fuss 
about proper diet after all. 
During the past few years 
more emphasis * has been 
placed on good nutrition and 
the role it plays in the 
prevention of heart attacks 
and strokes. 

Studies have shown that 
the amount of saturated fats 
that the average American 
consumes contributes to the 

. nation's high rate of heart at- 
tacks and strokes, and large 
amounts of fat block the 

-ability of.the body Jo handle 
cholestrol buildup. 

'. The good news for us is 
that a change in life style 
and' moderate changes in 
diet can be the most im- 



portant factor in correcting 
abnormal levels of glucose 
(sugar) triglycerides (fat) 
and cholestrol (animal fat) if 
caught early enough. 

For example : the 
American Medical Assn, 
credited a 25 percent decline 
in heart-related deaths 
among Americans to a 
decrease in the use of fats in 
daily diet along with regular 
exercise and blood pressure 
control. 

: While there is no hard 
proof that only a change in 
eating habits has caused the 
improved death rates, there 
_aj*e se veral f ac tors— to 
suggest a connection: per 
capita consumption of milk 
and butter dropped 22 per- 
cent; the use of eggs dropped 
14 percent; and the use of 



animal fats and oils was 
down 47 percent. 

However many people get 
into a poor diet trap, for 
example . while sugar in 
small amounts is not harm- 
'ful', it has . no ■„ nutritional 
value and rapidly absorbed' 
by the body, leaves you 
hungry soon after digesting 
it. 



Most of us eat way too 
much fat, which occurs' in 
foods such as dairy products, 
red meat, nuts, chocolate, 
fried foods, pastries, gravies 
and salad dressings (all the 
good stuff), which can set us 
up for strokes and heart 
disease. 

: In addition, high, fat diets 
may increase the risks of 



colon and breast cancer. On 
the other hand there are 
alternatives, such as more 
fish and chicken instead of 
red meat and pork, low fat 
milk in place of whole milk, 
yogurt instead of sour 
cream. '.'=* = 

The use of .the new lite 
cheeses, increased con- 
sumption of fruit, vegetables 



and high fiber foods, 
especially are useful 
because they-fiiryou up, all 
do not add weight because 
they are not absorbed by the 
body. ' .
